bird. Of ordinary sparrow size, they 
ore much streaked with black and 
brown both above and below. 
The 


wedge-shaped marks on the breast . 
and sides tend to form an irregular* 
patch on thc middle of. the breast 
and at the sides of thc throat. 


These birds arc not 
found 
in' 


flocks like the tree sparrows nnd 
many others, nor nre they as socia- 
ble as thc juncocs and chipping spar- 
rows. They arc at home in the un- 
derbrush, especially, along streams, 
but also come into oar back yards ^ 
to aomc extent if hedges and shrub- ' 
bcry arc planted. 


The song sparrow is one of the 


birds uf 
which 
the 
ornithologists 


have recognized many geographical 
races. The wbirds of thc 
eastern 


states and Canada belong to one of 
these, this form nesting from eastern 
Kansas to Virginia and northward 
through Saskatchewan, Manitoba and 
Ontario. They spend the winter in 
the 
central and southern 
states. 


Through thc Rocky mountain region,^ 
all thc way from southern Mexico to 
Alaska, song sparrows are found, and 
arc considered to represent some 20 
more or less localixcd forms. Those 
of the 
southern, dry regions 
arc 


«mall and pale colored; those of the 
northern, moist regions, larger and 
darker. 


Onc of these other forms was de- 


scribtd from birds collected in tho 
Turtle Mountains of North Dakota 
and is called Dakota Song Sparrow. 
Probably both this and thc common^ 
eastern form are seen In the atate 
and they differ no" little that mo»t of 
as. will not attempt to distinguish 
them. 


Present Indications are that blue- 


birds ore not common this year. They 
are reported so far only from Jdmc*, 
town. April 5, and Kindred, Apr-.l 3.
